The excitement of falling snow, 


freezing rain and an unexpected 


holiday from school turned suddenly 
into shock and deep sadness last 
week as a popular young student at 
Elba High School was killed in a 
traffic accident involving a car and a 
tractor-trailer rig. 

Killed instantly in the accident, 
which occurred at approximately 
12:18 p.m. on Friday, Feb. 5, was 
Brooke Renee Daugherty, age 14, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs, Donnie 
Daugherty of Elba. Chuck 
Daugherty, 17, brother of the victim 
and driver of the car involved in the 
accident, received serious injuries 
and is hospitalized in a Dothan 
hospital with internal injuries. 

Freezing rain and snow began to 
fall during the morning of Friday, 
Feb. 5, and officials made the 
decision to close the schools at 12:00 
(noon). According to an eye witness 
at the scene of the accident and 
police reports, Daugherty was 
returning home from school and 
crossing the Beaver Dam Creek 


Herbicide spraying to save money 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session Monday, Feb.

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board met on Tuesday night, Feb. 9, 
at City Hall and expressed concern 
over the monthly financial statement 
that showed a loss of $1600 in the 
water department. 

Board chairman Oscar Vaughan 
declared the operating loss was of 
‘grave concern’ to all members and 
questioned the city clerk as to why 
the department was able to show a 
profit of $700 in December and then 
suffer such an operating loss during 
the month of January. 

City Clerk D.M. English told the 
board he had no idea why the 
department had experienced such a 
drastic turnaround in financial con- 
dition and following a lengthy dis- 
cussion the board instructed the 
clerk to verify the figures presented 
at the meeting and relay the board’s 
concern to the water superintendent 


in an effort to find out what caused ~ 


the large operating loss. 

All members were present at the 
monthly meeting, including chair- 
man Oscar Vaughan, Waylon 
Sharpless, Jack Prescott, Gladys 
Yelverton and Mickey Murdock, and 
after the routine approval of minutes 
the members reviewed the bills 
presented for payment. The bills 
totaled $21,768.83, an amount that 
was called a ‘‘staggering figure’’ by 
chairman Oscar Vaughan and further

Elba school board discusses nutrition 


The Elba City School Board met 
Tuesday evening, but barely. Only 
three members were present of the 
five appointed. However, the three 
gave the board a quorum and the 
meeting proceeded. 

Superintendent C.W. Crews 
presented a strong financial state- 
ment for the month, noting this was 
the time of year when the property 
taxes flow in and funds are built up 
to operate through the lean months 
of the year when very little income is 
received from the tax, 

Ronald Morrow was present on 
behalf of the Elba Jaycees, request- 
ing the use of the school campus for 
acircus on April 14, The matter was 
discussed, insurance requirements 
spelled out, etc., and safety of 
students in school assured, The 
board members agreed to give an 
answer in one week, 

The child nutrition program was 
again a subject of discussion. Crews 


noted that an audit had been 
completed and some recommenda- 


tions made that were already being 
putinto place. Lunchroom managers 
will be giving more variety on 
vegetables with the addition of 
salads, etc, 

Roland Powell, who oversees the 
lunchrooms, noted that no major 
recommendations for changing the 
menus were made, He said that 
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state officials did note that it was 
counterproductive to add nutritional 
foods to the menu if it was 
something the children wouldn't eat 
and only dumped into the garbage. 

Questions by Mrs. Carol Laney 
and Mrs. Lucia Grantham concern- 
ing the feeding program were 
answered by either Crews or Powell. 

A request for a candy sales 
campaign by the local SADD chapter 
was tabled until more information 
was available to the superintendent. 


The present policy of paying 
teachers on the last working day of 
the month creates problems in 
December, according to Crews. He 
explained that school was usually out 
for the holidays about the 18th and 
the checks from the state didn’t 
arrive until later. He said only in 
December was this a problem and 
informed the board he would be 
coming forward with a recommenda- 
tion for changing the wording of the 
board policy. 


Council holds short meeting 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday without Mayor Bob English 
who was fighting a virus and was 
home in bed, He returned to work 
Tuesday. 

Very little business was on the 
agenda, with paying the bills being 
the only action taken by the council. 

Police Chief John White reported 
to the council that his department 
had been busy, but with only one 
‘serious accident. ‘‘It is sad when 
one of our young people dies in an 
accident, and this did happen 
Friday,’” White said. He noted that 
the accident happened on an icy 
bridge and claimed -the life of a 
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14-year-old girl. 

City Clerk Dud English read to 
the council portions of an existing set 
of regulations for trailer courts. No 
‘action was taken on this; however, 
council members brought up several 
additional questions concerning the 
regulations that no one was able to 
answer. The matter was tabled. 

Bills totaling $16,521.21 were 
approved for payment. The clerk 
noted that seven bills made up the 
majority of the total. They included 
equipment repairs, chemicals, 
telephone service and an annual 
payment for pest control in offices. 
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bridge located on Highway 84 West 
in Elba. 

The Camarodriven by Daugherty 
was in the lane nearest the guardrail 
and as the car traveled across the 
four-lane bridge it apparently lost 
traction due to the icy conditions, 
and began to swerve out of control. 

As the vehicle slid toward the end 
of the bridge it crossed the center 
line and into the path of oncoming 
traffic, The vehicle reportedly slid off 
the bridge and was struck by a 
Roadway tractor-trailer truck coming 
into Elba down the small incline 
leading to the bridge. The collision 
pushed both vehicles back onto the 
bridge and the Camaro was hit on 
the passenger side by the truck, 
crushing the side of the car and 
resulting in the fatal injuries to 
Brooke Daugherty, the only 
passenger in the car besides her 
brother, 

Elba police responded quickly to 
the accident, as did the Elba Rescue 
Squad, and through the combined 
efforts of volunteers at the scene the 
victim was removed from the vehicle 
and transported to the Elba General 
Hospital as rescue workers con- 
tinuously attempted to revive the 
young girl with CPR. 

The victim was pronounced dead 
on arrival by an attending physician, 


-who later stated the girl was 


apparently killed instantly by the 
crash, 

The driver of the car was trapped 
in the wreckage and remained at the 
accident until rescue workers could 
free the young man using the ‘‘Jaws 
of Life.’’ Daugherty was taken to 
Elba General Hospital and later

transferred toa Dothan hospital with 
serious internal injuries. 

The driver of the tractor-trailer 
was identified as John Douglas 
Bush of Dothan, and received only 


minor lacerations in the accident. 


Brooke Daugherty was an eighth- 
grade student at Elba High School 
and was enrolled in the advanced 
curriculum,. She was an active 
member of the Elba High School 
Band for three years and played first 
clarinet with the concert band, 

An honor student, Daugherty had 
placed two consecutive years in the 
American Junior High School math 
examination. She was also an active 
member of the Junior Beta Club and 
Chi Alpha Mu _ mathematics 
fraternity.

Last Friday during the cold, icy weather, we covered a wreck that claimed the 
life of a 14-year-old girl. During our career we have covered more car wrecks, 
shootings, airplane crashes, etc., than even we can begin to count, but they 
still are not pleasure trips. We have learned to clamp our jaw and accept it 
somewhat when an adult dies or is killed suddenly - but not the injury or 
death of a child. We dearly love children . . . ours, yours and those you saw 
on vacation, and we hurt every time one of them gets hurt. Picture, if you 
will, the hurt we were experiencing from this girl’s death. . . one in which we 
know her parents and know she is (was) a top-notch gig] with bushels of 
friends and a head full of smarts. Then realize she was buried in a dress, 
complete with corsage, that her parents had purchased for her to wear to the 
aipcoming band dance. If those thoughts don’t bring tears to your eyes and 
tear your guts loose and churn them around, well... well, you are made a 
whole lot different than this country boy. 


The Alabama legislature is considering a bill to require the burning of 
autofhobile headlights in the rain. Many states already require this, and we 
have been surprised that Alabama hasn’t made this move before. 
Neighboring states use this extra warning to motorists and we find ourself 
doing it in Alabama already. Here is a bill that could save lives by warning 
oncoming motorists that we are coming, and it will not cost a thing. 


We are continuing to monitor the local hospital situation from week to week. 
The bottom line is continuing good health for our citizens. We feel we are on 
solid ground by saying that city officials and the hospital board members feel 
the same way. They are also concerned about the well-being of the 
employees at the facility. We have feclings for those folks because of the 
unknown. They don’t know what will happen next year, next month, next 
week - or even tomorrow, and frankly we don’t know exactly what to say to 
them on this. Whatever happened between National Healthcare, the hospital 
authority, the city or another leasing firm. . . someone has got to be on board 
to operate the hospital and give quality care to our sick neighbors and 
personal care tothe nursing home residents. There should be an extra star in 
the crown of those who suffer the mental strain of not having any idea of what 
the future holds. 


We agree with Gov. Hunt’s opening statement about not supporting more 
money for education until something is done about quality. However, when 
we get past that first sentence, we can branch out in 40 directions. While it is 
true we can’t solve all our problems by throwing more money at them, we 
must also admit some of the problems could have been caused by a shortage 
of money. There have been cases of building monuments to someone instead 
of educating children. There are cases of extra staffing at various levels 
instead of hiring teaching specialists. Other things could be listed, but for 
education to get a whole lot better in our public schools, we are going to be 
forced to upgrade the PUBLIC part of the description, When good teachers 
try to do more than get by until payday, they often suffer the wrath of 
defensive parents or worse - grossly uninformed parents who don’t 
understand nothing! Us parents must get out from in front of that tube or 
away from our expensive adult toys and instill in our children a desire to 
learn. 


We were amused last week by a visitor. Let’s go back a bit. At the end of a 
city council meeting we agreed that the city shouldn’t work on private 
property, but it was even worse to work on someone’s property because we 
liked them, and not do it for others, Well, the case we cited for getting city 
help for dirt was strongly denied.

USDA Ammends 


Regulations Concerning 


Additional Peanuts 


The U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture has amended regulations 
governing contact additional peanuts 
so that handlers can fulfill their 
export obligations without undue 
hardship. 

Handlers of contract additional 
peanuts operating under nonphysical 
supervision may, subject to certain 
conditions, obtain credit against 
their export obligations by crushing 
sound mature and sound spilt peanut 
kernels. Export credit will be obtain- 
ed by crushing the peanuts for oil for 
disposition in domestic or export 
markets. 

Previously, handlers of contract 
additional peanuts were required 
to export all sound mature and sound 
spilt kernels and were allowed to 
crush only kernels of lesser quality. 

The peanut program regulations 
were amended to provide handlers 
with an alternative market for sound 
mature and sound spilt kernels when 
the export market is lost by the 
handler of the peanuts become 
ineligible for export due to aflatoxin 
contamination,

or before Fe. 29. Comments should 
be sent to; Director, Tobacco and 
Peanuts Division, USDA-ASCS, P.O.

Pike Pioneer Museum 


TROY, Ala.—Two twinkling eyes 
peer out of a face crisscrossed with 
the lines of time like the soft leather 
cover of an old Bible. It is a kind and 
friendly face, the mask to an energetic 
soul that is ever ready to open up 
with a story to anyone it greets. 

“I bet you young people have 
never seen one of these,’ pipes the 
voice behind the face, It is Curren 
Farmer, founder of the Pike Pioneer 
Museum, giving one of his daily tours 
of the museum he founded nearly 20 
years ago. Farmer gestures toa stereo- 
scope, a 19th-century contraption 
which resembles binoculars mounted 
on one end of a stick with postcards at 
the other end, ‘In the old days, this is 
what people looked at for entertain- 
ment instead of T.V. or movies,” he 
explains as he encourages one of the 
“young” people, a 32-year-old wom- 
an, to look through the stereoscope. 

Farmer takes obvious delight in 
his collection of more than 4,000 
objects from Alabama's rural past. 
Most of the objects came from Pike 
County and surrounding counties. 
They serve as vivid reminders of how 
farmers and their families went about 
their daily lives before modernization 
transformed their habits. 

One long, low display case pro- 
tects samples of the delicate hand- 
work of rural women. Here, the 
craftsmanship of their embroidery 
and tatting is preserved as a testi- 
mony to long hours of diligence and 
patience. 

The museum reflects nearly every 
aspect of rural living with displays of 
the obsolete objects that were em- 
ployed in the necessities of day to day 
life. And Farmer is ready to tell how 
each and every object was used, 

One area contains objects used in 
the preparation of food; another ex- 
hibits objects related to the dairy. The 
laundry area includes the old heavy 
irons that housewives heated in the 
fire before pressing their clothes. 

Farmer points to a metal object 
that resembles a cross between a 
waffle iron and a curling iron, "That's 
a fluting iron,” he explains to a group 
of curious onlookers who are probably 
wondering what in the world the 
thing was used for. “Women used 
that to press the pleats in their 
ruffled collars and cuffs,” he says as 
he gestures to a delicate ruffled collar 
nearby, 

The group wanders from the 
household exhibits to the farm area 
where rows of plows, bridles and 
saddles, cultivators and planters il- 
lustrate man’s battle with the good 


earth, One continuous war the pio- ' 


neer farmer waged was against the 
boll weevil, an insect that could 
devastate a cotton crop. 

Farmer recites the history of the 
struggle against the pesky insect and 
explains the various methods tried to 
eradicate it. One was the invention of 
a mule-drawn cart equipped with a 
cage and laden with kerosene. The 
cart was pulled between rows of 
cotton plants and shook the plants to 
loosen the weevils. The weevils would 
fall into the kerosene and die, 

If the farmer won his war against 
the boll weevil, he was left with the 
task of ginning the cotton and ex- 
tracting the seed, Farmer seems to 
know all about this process as he 
leads the tour group through a section 
of the museum devoted to cotton 
production. Here, the group sees the 
weighing devices, ginning devices

form bales of cotton. 

No aspect of 19th-century and 
early 20th-century rural life is left 
uninterpreted at the Pike Pioneer 
Museum. Along one wall are all the 
tools and equipment a pioneer may 
have used to manufacture necessities, 
from turpentine to moonshine. 

Visitors turn a corner to face a 
huge printing press. Farmer informs 
the listeners that this is a Chandler 
and Price letterpress—the type used 
to print weekly newspapers in the 
1930s, 

Farmer turns to the visitors and 
says, “Now, let's go outside and I'll 
show you the types of houses these 
people lived in.” As he leads the 
visitors out of the main building, he 
adds, “We've even got an old jail out 
back to show you how the criminals 
lived.” 

The houses are a tenant house 
and a log house. The tiny tenant 
house is typical of the structures 
tenant farmers called home during 
the late 1800s and early 1900s. Its 
primitive interior walls are papered 
with the pages of newspapers, a 
technique practiced by the early ten- 
ant farmers to keep out the draft 
which would blow through the board 
and batten walls, Behind the house is 
a privy, or as Farmer calls it, “an 
authentic pioneer comfort station.” 

The other house, a two-pen split 
log house, was originally located in 
the rural area of Pike County. It was 
dismantled and carefully reconstruct- 
ed at the museum site. It has only two 
rooms separated by a dog trot, an 
open hallway without walls at either 
end. A lean-to kitchen joins one main 
room. The other room is where the 
family slept. : 

Another building which was 
moved to the museum location is a 
country store crammed full of merchan- 
dise from the 1920s, The wooden 
shelves are piled high with everything 
a rural family might need, from bolts 
of pink and yellow cotton dress fabric 
to tins of snuff and chewing tobacco, 
Outside stands an old tall gasoline 
pump, the hand-operated, gravity- 
fed type that was prevalent years ago. 

Ending the tour, Farmer encour- 
ages the visitors to stop by the gift 
shop and to take a look at the picnic 

“area which is shaded by tall pine 
trees. Eventually the visitors depart, 
taking with them a new-found under- 
standing of Alabama's rural history 
and a deep appreciation of modern 
conveniences. 

Pike Pioneer Museum is located 
on Highway 231 north of Troy and is 
open Monday-Saturday, 10.a.m.-5 p.m., 
and Sunday, 1-5 p.m. For more infor-

During the California gold rush of 
1849 Americans by the thousands 
rushed to California by any method 
possible. One favorite method was 
the clipper ship. The swift clipper 
ships (so called because they could 
“‘clip”’ time off a passage) were built 
in New England, spurred by the 
need to speed to California. 

The clipper ships were the fastest 
sailing ships ever built. The clipper 
Lightning once sailed 500 miles in a 
single day. The ships required large 
crews to handle the great spread of 
sail, with masts up to 200 feet high. 
Yet the years of glory for the clipper 
ships were shortened - 1845 - 1860 - 
by the development of the steam- 
ship. The steamship was eventually 
developed to the point that it could 
beat the passage time of the clipper. 
The steamship was less dependent 
on the weather and promised a more 
dependable schedule.

Students of American History 
learned about the clipper ship in 
their study of the gold rush and the 
years before the 1860 and the events 
that led to the Civil War. One class 
assignment was to draw reproduc- 
tions of the clipper ships for display. 
Some students chose to do their 
reproductions on poster paper while 
others used typing paper. 

Mrs. Rachel Bryan, instructor, 
said, ‘Studying about the clipper 
ships is the sort of subject that adds 
a little ‘spice’ to the study of 
American History. Just because | 
love the subject doesnt’t mean 
everybody does. My philosophy is 
that I need to make sure I offer a 
variety of things so that each student 
can find something interesting and 
something that will ‘perk up’ their 
study. Drawing the clipper ships 
seemed tocreate a stir and besides it 
was fun.’’

ANSWERS TO YOUR 
BIBLE QUESTIONS 


QUESTION: 


WHAT DID JESUS MEAN WHEN 
HE SAID THAT OUR RIGHTEOUS- 
NESS MUST EXCEED THE RIGHT- 
EOUSNESS OF THE PHARISEES? 


BOB PRICHARD 


The words of Christ in Matthew 5-7, what we usually call the 
Sermon on the Mount, are often considered a summary of all Christian 
living. Early in the sermon, describing His attitude to the law, Jesus 
makes the strong statement, ‘‘For I say unto you, That except your 
righteousness shall exceed the righteousness of the scribes and 
Pharisees, ye shall in no case enter into the kingdom of heaven’’ (Matt. 


5:20;. 


To understand the impact of Jesus’ statement, we must 


understand who the scribes and the Pharisees were. 
Scribes were men who devoted their lives to studying and copying 
the law. The Pharisees, a Jewish religious sect, devoted their lives to 


keeping the law, 


Although there were never more than 6,000 


Pharisees, they play a large part in the New Testament story. The 


name ‘‘Pharisee’’ has almost 


come 


to be synonymous with 


“hypocrite,’’ but we should first think of them as men who had sworn 
an oath to keep every single point of the law. No one has ever been 
more “‘religious’’ than the Pharisees, but at the same time no one has 
ever been further from the kingdom of God. They knew the law, and 
kept the letter of the law, but ignored entirely the spirit of the law. 
Their righteousness was entirely self-righteousness. 

Jesus said that He had not come to destroy the law and the 
prophets, but to fuifill them, and that it was right to teach men to obey 


God’s laws (Matt. 5:17-19). But in obeying 


, men could not follow 


the example of the Pharisees, They were so busy being “‘religious,’’ 
that they had no time for really obeying God. Jesus condemned them, 
saying, ‘Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye pay 
tithe of mint and anise and cummin, and have omitted the weightier 
matters of the law, judgment, mercy, and faith; these ought ye to have 
done, and not to leave the other undone’’ (Matt, 23:23), They were so 
concerned for the smallest matters of the law, even tithing small 
spices, that they disregarded the things that were really important. 
They were to do the minor matters of the law, and the weightier 


matters as well. 


It is always easier to be ‘religious’? than to be righteous. The 
response of the Pharisees to the will of God was a response of duty. Our 
response to God must be one of love. Jesus said that love for Him 
meant even loving our enemies, as we seek to be perfect, even as our 
heavenly Father is perfect (Matt, 5:43-48), The story of the ‘*Good 
Samaritan” illustrates that we must love others, as Christ has loved us. 
A righteousness that exceeds the righteousness of the scribes and the 
Pharisees is derived froma life of service and obedience to God, which 
relies on Him, and His righteousness, not our own self-righteousness.

We cannot be effective soul 
winners, nor will God honor our 
efforts to help erring believers, 
unless we confess our sins and 
change our ways. 

A young woman who was a new 
Christian recognized this as she 
reflected upon her failure to be a 
good testimony to her husband. She 
began to realize that she had often 
manifested a ‘‘holier than thou’’ 
spirit, and that at times she played 
the martyr’s role. This awareness led 
her to stop praying, ‘‘Lord, change 
my husband,’’ and start praying, 
“Lord, change me!"’ It wasn’t long 
before she noticed a decrease in the 
tension that had been building up 
between them. She saw her mate 
become far more open to her 
witness. 

Though the apostles had been 
with Jesus almost three years, they 
were not ready to be His witnesses. 
They were still arguing about who 
would be greatest in the kingdom of 
heaven, And Peter, who so boldly 
affirmed his readiness to goto prison 
or die with Christ (Luke 22:23) 


PASTOR’S CORNER 


denied the Lord three times that very 
night, just as Jesus had said he 
would, But that’s not the whole 
story. Immediately afterward he 
went out and wept bitterly (v. 62). 

We don’t know if Peter ever said, 
‘Lord, change me,’’ but we do know 
that he repented and became a 
powerful witness for Christ. He 
experienced the reality of our Lord’s 
encouraging promise and admoni- 
tion. ‘‘And when thou art converted 
(turned around), strengthen thy 
brethren’’ (v, 32). 

Is something always wrong with 
someone else and not you? Does it 
have to be your way or else? Are 
you wanting someone to get right 
with God more than you want to be 
right with God? Do you want a 
revival for someone else and not for 
yourself? 

If we can find something wrong 
with someone else quicker than we 
can with ourselves, something is 
wrong. We need to pray, ‘‘Lord, 
change me.”’ Being the servant God 
wants you to be can begin with these 
simple words, ‘Change ME, Lord!’’ 

Be a witness. Reach out to the 
backslidden and the lost, But, before 
you do, acknowledge your own sins 
and pray, ‘‘Lord, CHANGE ME”’

begged Mama to tell us, just one 
more time, about the Candy Pulls, 
with her ‘fellers’ when she was a 
young, pretty lass.

And we popped it for 
making popcorn balls using the 
molasses Grandpa had cooked down 
at the syrup mill. But before the 
popping came the shucking in the 
barn and the shelling by the fire. My 
brother and I always pretended to do 
a good job, gathering the scattered 
grains and tossing them outside to 
be pecked next day by shivering, 
wind-tossed hens. 

But our sins always found us out. 
They were revealed at bedtime when 
Mama got the sagebrush broom and 
decided, as always, to ‘‘sweep up 
just a little’. The tiny grains were 
then brought from their hiding 
places behind the bed frame’s legs 
or in the rough floor’s cracks, and 
they were swept, along with the 
camouflaging dirt, into the ashes 
gray at hearth’s warm edge. For just 


a little while the secret lay, un- 
known, from Dad’s dim eyes. But 
once grown hot, they made their 
presence known, The exploding corn 
popped out everywhere--like a 
cannon suddenly gone wild. The 
fluffy grains landed on the churnrag 
tied so near, in Dad’s brogans by 
the wall, and on the pillow where the 
bed was turned back. They told the 
world how we had shirked and only 
halfway done our job. Somehow the 
fun we had, and the things we 
learned, around the fireplace long 
ago became the basis for the things 
worthwhile in life. It makes me 
wonder if the children who now must 
get their winter fun from video 
cassettes will get their basic values 
from the tapes as well.

Severe Weather Awareness 
Week will allow Alabamians to focus 
on and to increase their knowledge of 
how to protect themselves from 
severe weather events such as 
tornadoes, thunderstorms, flash 
floods and lightning.

Unemployment rate dips im county 


The Alabama Department of 
Industrial Relations has released its 
monthly unemployment report for all 
counties in the state, and the latest 
figures revealed that Coffee 
County’s unemployment rate for the 
month of December had dropped to 
5,7 percent, a drop of .2 percent from 
the previous month and a drastic 
drop of nearly four points from a year 
ago. 

The estimates, which, were 
prepared by the state department, 


and with assistance from the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, showed that in 
Coffee County in December, 1987, 
only 990 of a work force of 17,380 
persons were without work, A year 
ago the county had an unemploy- 
ment rate of 9.5 percent and the 
latest figures showed the continual 
improving work picture in the local 
area,

commitment toward the agency and 
such a commitment would insure the 
agency’s success. 

The City of Enterprise currently 
has an emergency management 
director that reportedly carries the 
title of county director, but at the 
meeting more than one official 
reported that as long as the agency 
stays the way it is now the rest of the 
county will receive little aid unless a 
disaster occurs. 

“Emergency management is 
something you don’t need unless you 
have a tornado, flood or some type 
disaster,’’ said state director 
Cooper, ‘‘but you can’t wait until 
something happens and then run out 
and hire one!”’

Clayton Bryant 
explained that the program would 
take the place of normal suspension 
and allow students guilty of minor 
rule violations to be punished, while 
at the same time being allowed to 
attend classes. If the Saturday 
program is not effective or if a 
student fails to attend the school 
program, actual suspension may 
occur, 

In other action at the monthly 
meeting, the board: 

***was informed that the recent 
audit of the system by the state 
revealed no major problems; 
***accepted the resignation of 
Kinston football coach Rick Moody; 
***ayreed to apply for federal fund- 
ing for the Indian education 
program; 

***heard an update on construction 
projects at county schools; 

***was told meeting had been held 
to explain the upcoming AIDS 
classes set for all schools across the 
state; and, 

***was told plans had been sub- 
mitted for the construction of a new 
building to house dining and 
physical education facilities at New 
Brockton Elementary School.
